FIRST DAY. 


CouNCcIL CHAMBER, 
HELENA, Jan. 3, 1876. 


Pursuant to law the Council of the 9th Legislative As- 
sembly of the Territory of Montana was called to order by 
James EK. Callaway, Secretary of Montana, at 12 o’clock, m. 
on Monday, the 3d day of January, 1876, at the Council 
Chamber, in Helena. The following named Boo lamen appear- 
ed and answered to their names:

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On motion of W. E. Cullen, Thomas Watson was elected _ 
President, pro tem. 


On motion of Mr. Brown, Harry R. Comly was elected 
Chief Clerk, pro tem. 


On motion of Mr. Brown, Otis Strickland was elected Ser- 
geant-at-Arms, pro tem. 


On motion of Mr. Cullen, the Chair appointed Messrs. Cul- 
len, Brown, and Tatem a Committee on Credentials. 


On motion of Mr. Cullen, the Council took a recess until 2 
o’clock P. M. 


“2 o’clock p. M.—Council resumed. - 
Mr. President, pro tem. in the Chair. 
Roll called—all present. 


Mr. Cullen, Chairman of Committee on Credentials, made 
the following report: 


We, your Committee on Credentials, would respectfully re- 
port that we find the following named gentlemen to be entitled 
to seats in the Council as councilmen from the several council 
districts :

On motion of Mr. Brown, the report was received, adopted, 
and the Committee discharged. 


On motion of Mr. Cullen, a committee of three, consist- 
ing of Messrs. Cullen, Lewis, and Allebaugh, was appointed 
to request the Chief Justice or the Secretary of the Territory 
to administer to the members the oath of office. 


On motion of Mr. Brown, the rules of the Council for the 
Highth Session of the Legislative Assembly were temporarily 
adopted as the rules of this body. | 


The Committee appointed to request the Chief Justice or 
Secretary to administer the oath of office, returned and intro- 
duced Hon. D. 8. Wade, Chief Justice, who, by request of 
the President, administered the following oath of office to the 
members subscribed thereunder : 


“You, and each of you, do solemly swear that you will 
support the Constitution of the United States and the Organic 
Act of the Territory of Montana, and faithfully discharge your 
duties as members of the Legislative Council of Montana.”’ 


Edward Cardwell, James Hornbuckle,. B. H. Tatem, Philip 
Constans, W. E, Cullen, Joaquin Abascal, Asa A. Brown, 
William Graham, W. E. Bass, Thomas Watson, John B. 
Allebaugh, W. O. P. Hays, I. I. Lewis. 


On motion of Brown, the committee was discharged and the 
Council tendered a vote of thanks to the Hon. Chief Justice 
for his courtesy in administering the oath of office. 


On motion of Cullen, the Council proceeded to permanently 
organize. 
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The Chair announced that nominations for permanent Pres- 
ident were in order. 


Mr. Tatem nominated Asa A. Brown, and there being no 
further nominations, on motion of Cullen, Asa A. Brown was 
unanimously elected by acclamation, and was declared per- 
manent President by the President pro tem. 


The President pro tem then appointed Messrs. Cullen and 
Graham to conduct the newly elected President to the chair. 


On assuming the position the President returned thanks for 
the honor conferred. 


Mr. Watson moved that the Council proceed to the election 
of Chief Clerk, which motion was adopted. 


Mr. Cullen nominated Harry R. Comly, and there being no 
other nominations, on motion ot Mr. Cullen, he was decared 
elected by acclamation. 


Nominations for Assistant Clerk being in order, Mr. Cullen 
nominated G. E. Watson, and there being no other nomina- 
tions, he was delared unanimously elected by acclamation. 


Nominations for Engrossing Clerk being in order, Mr. Hays 
nominated Henry C. Wilkinson, and there being no other 
nominations, on motion he was declared unanimously elected 
by acclamation. 


Nominations for Enrolling Clerk being in order, Mr. Card- 
well nominated Patrick Talent, and Mr. Tatem nominated 
George D. CO. Hibbs. 


On motion of Mr. Lewis, the roll was called, and Patrick 
Talent received nine votes, and George D. C. Hibbs four votes. 


The Chair announced that Patrick Talent, having received 
a majority of all the votes cast, he is declared duly elected En- 
rolling Clerk of the Council. 
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Nominations being in order for Sergeant-at-Arms, Mr. Wat- 
son nominated Otis Strickland, and Cardwell nominated D. O. 
Holt. 


On motion of Watson, the roll was called, and Strickland 
received ten votes, and Holt received three votes. 


The Chair announced that Otis Strickland, having received 
the majority of all the votes cast, he is declared duly elected 
Sergeant-at-Arms. 


Nominations for Door Keeper being in order, P. H. Malo- 
ney was placed in nomination, and there being no other nom- 
inations, on motion of Watson, he was declared unanimously 
elected by acclamation. 


Nominations being in order for Watchman, Bass nominated 
James Dixson, and there being no other nominations, on mo- 
tion of Lewis, he was declared unanimously elected by ac- 
clamation. 


Nominations for Messenger being in order, Geo. J. Lewis, 
Benny Roberts, and A. J. Williams were placed in nomina- 
tion. 


On motion of Watson the roll was called, and Williams re- 
ceived one vote, Lewis eight, and Roberts four, whereupon 
the President declared Geo. J. Lewis duly elected Messenger. 


Watson moved to appoint a committee of two to inform the 
House of Representatives that the Council was duly organized 
and ready to proceed to business. 


The President appointed Messrs, Cullen and Graham such 
committee. 


On motion of Tatem, the Council took a recess of ten min- 
utes. 
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Council resumed—The President in the chair. 
Roll called—quorum present. 


The President then administered the oath of office to the offi- 
cers elect, except James Dixson, Watchman, who was absent. 


The committee appointed to inform the House of the organ- 
ization of the Council, reported that they had performed that 
duty. | 


On motion of Watson the Chair appointed Messrs. Watson, 
Cullen, and Tatem a committee to draft rules for the govern- 
ment of the Council. 


On motion of Cullen, the Council adjourned until to-mor- 
row morning at 10 o’clock.

SECOND DAY. 
Heena, Jan. 4, 1876. 
Council met at 10 a. M.—Mr. President in the Chair. 
Roll called—all present. 
Journal of yesterday read and approved. 


James Dixson was then by the President sworn in as Watch- 
man of the County. | 
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The Committee on Rules then made the following report : 


Your Committee on Rules recommend that the Council 
adopt the rules of the Council of the fifth session of the Leg- 
islative Assembly, with the following amendments : 


Section 2. After the word “ quorum,” in first line, insert as 
follows: “ which shall consist of a majority of the whole num- 
ber of members.” 

Section 20. At the fend of the section add: “ And the 
question shall be, ‘Shall the decision of the Chair be sus- 
tained?’ ” 

Section 31. In second line strike out word “ Council” and 
insert ‘‘ House.”* 

Section 38. In first line strike out “five” and insert 
“three.” After No. 13, insert No. 14, Immigration; No. 15, 
Roads and Highways; No. 16, Engrossment; No. 17, Enroll- 
ment; No. 18, Printing. 

Section 18. Strike out No. 13 and insert as follows: “ The 
previous question shall be in this form: Shall the main ques- 
tion be now put? Itshall only be admitted when demanded 
by a majority of the members present, and its effect shall be 
to put an end to all debate and bring the Council to a direct 
vote, first, upon the amendments reported by a committee, if 
any; second, upon pending amendments; third, upon the 
main question. Ona motion for the previous question, and 
prior to the vote being taken thereon, one call of the Council 
shall be in order; but after a majority shall have voted in 
favor of such motion no call shall be in order prior to a de- 
cision of the main question.” 


All of which is respectfully submitted.

Communication from the House was received through the 
Hon. W. F. Sanders, Chairman of Special Committee from 
the House, that the House of Representatives was duly or- 
ganized by the election of officers to wit: 8. W. Langhorne, 
Speaker; A. H. Barret, Chief Clerk, etc. 
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On motion of Cullen, the report of the Committee on 
Rules was accepted and the committee discharged. 


The rules were then read as proposed to be amended, and, 
on motion of Cullen, the rules so amended as proposed by the 
Committee were adopted as a whole. 


The Clerk was directed to hand the rules to the Committee 
on Printing for the purpose of having a sufficient number of 
copies printed. 


On motion of Cullen, the Chair appointed Messrs Cullen 
and Tatem a committee to act in conjunction with a like com- 
mittee from the House to report joint rules for the govern- 
ment of both Houses. 


On motion of Watson, Messrs. Watson and Cardwell were 
appointed a Committee to wait upon the Governor in con- 
junction with the Committee from the House, and toinform him 
that the Legislative Assembly were ready to receive any com- 
munication he might be pleased to make. 


On motion of Cullen, the Chief Clerk was instructed to in- 
form the House that the Council would meet the House at the 
hall of the House in joint covention at half past 2 p. m. for 
the purpose of receiving the Governor’s message. 


Mr. Bass gave notice of the introduction of a bill entitled 
“ An Act relative to Public Printing.” 


Hornbuckle offered the following resolution : 


Resolved, That the Sergeant-at-Arms of the Council be re- 
quired to furnish each member of this body with four copies 
of the daily papers, such as members may select. 


Cullen moved to strike out the words ‘‘ Sergeant-at-Arms ” 
and insert ‘“‘ Secretary of Montana,” which amendments were 
adopted. | a 
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Lewis moved to strike out the words “ of the Council,” and 
also, to strike out the word “required” and insert ‘re- 
quested,” which amendments were adopted. 


On motion of Tatem, the resolution as amended was 
adopted. 


On motion of Cullen, the Council took a recess until 2 
o’clock P. M. 


2 o’clock P. M. 


Roll called—all present. 


Mr. Watson, from the committee to communicate with the 
Governor, made the following report : 


Mr. Presipent—Your Committee to act in concert with a 
similar committee on the part of the House to wait upon the 
Governor and inform him that the Council and House have 
been duly orgarized and ready to receive any communication 
he may be pleased to make, beg leave to report that they have 
discharged their duty, and have been instructed by the Gov- 
ernor to inform you that he will communicate to the Legisla- 
ture by message at half past two o’clock this afternoon. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

On motion the report was received and the committee dis- 
charged. 


A communication from the Governor was received inform- 
ing the Council that he has appointed Thomas A. Cummings, 
Esq., his private secretary. 


A communication from the Governor, through his private 
secretary, was received, transmitting to the Council his bien- 
nial message. 
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Mr. Tatem moved to rescind the resolution to meet the 
House in joint session at 24 o’clock Pp. M., which motion was 
adopted. 


On motion of Tatem, a committee of two was appointed to 
inform the House of this action. 


The message of the Governor was then read by the Chief 
Clerk. 


On motion of Cullen, the further consideration of the mes- 
sage was postponed until to-morrow. 


The committee to inform the House of the rescinding of the 
resolution to meet in joint session, reported they had _ per- 
formed that duty, and, on'motion, was discharged. 


Abascal introduced the following : 


Resolved, By the Council that the Secretary of Montana be 
requested to have another window put in the Council Chamber 
on the west side thereof, at the most convenient place, in order 
to furnish light sufficient for the Council Chamber. 


On motion of Cullen, the resoution was adopted. 
The following communication was received from the House: 


.Mr. Prestpent—I am instructed by the House to inform 
your honorable body that a committee of three from the House, 
has been appointed to act with a like committee from the 
Council, to prepare joint rules for the government of the two 
Houses. Messrs. Word, Sanders, and Curtis compose the 
House committe.

On motion of Tatem, the reporters of the press of Montana 
were assigned seats upon the floor of the Council Chamber 
for the purpose of reportings its proceedings. 


Notices of the introduction of the foilowing bills were 
given: 

By Hornbuckle: A Bill for the purpose of consolidating 
the county offices of Meagher county. 


By Cullen; A Bill for an act entitled an act to repeal cer- 
tain provisions relative to security for costs in civil actions. 


By Hays: A Bill relative to butchery. 


By Cardwell: A Bill for an act entitled an act to amend an 
act of section 14, chapter 21 of the Codified Statutes of 
Montana, in relation to the powers of county commissioners. 


Bass introduced C. B. No. 1, An Act relative to public 
printing, which was read first and second times. | 


On motion of Hays, the rules were suspended and the bill 
read a third time by title. 


Watson moved to reconsider the vote by which C. B. No. 1 
was ordered to be read athird time by title, which motion was 
carried, and the bill read a third time at length. 


The roll being called, C. B. No. 1 was passed by the follow- 
ing vote: 
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Ayes—Abascal, Allebaugh, Bass, Cardwell, Constans, Cul- 
len, Graham, Hays, Hornbuckle, Lewis, Tatem, Watson, and 
Mr. President—18. 


Nays—None. 


Hays, by leave, introduced C, B. No. 2, An Act to require 
butchers and slaughterers to give bonds and to keep a record 
of the animals purchased and slaughtered by them. 


C. B. No. 2 was read the first and second times, and re- 
ferred to the Committee on Printing. 


On motion of Cullen, all that portion of the Governor’s 
message relative to the financial condition of the Territory, 
the support of the insane, the bonded debt of the Territory, 
taxation and collection of revenue, and increase of license tax, 
was referred to the Committee on Ways and Means. 


Cullen moved to refer to the Committee on Election all of 
the following portion of the Governor’s message, to-wit: Rel- 
ative to the sale of liquor on election days, and congressional 
and county elections. 


Watson moved to amend by referring that part relative to 
the sale of liquor to the Committee on Judiciary. 


The ayes and nays being demanded on the amendment, it 
was lost by the following vote: 


Ayes—Messrs. Abascal, Allebaugh, Bass, Hornbuckle, Ta- 
tem, and Watson—6. 


Nays—Messrs. Cardwell, Constans, Cullen, Graham, Hays, 
Lewis and Mr. President—7. 


Whereupon the original motion, as made by Cullen, was 
adopted. 
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Cullen moved to refer the other portions of the Governor’s 
message as follows: 


All that part relative to the Territorial penitentiary, to the 
Committee on Federal Relations. 


All that part relative to the improvement of the navigable 
rivers of the Territory, to the Committee on Internal Improve. 
ments. 


All that portion relative to school matters, to the Commit- 
tee on Education. 


All that portion relative to railroad matters, to the Com- 
mittee on Roads and Highways. 


Which motions being severally put, were adopted. 


On motion of Tatem, so much of the Governor’s message as 
refers to the Territorial Law Library, notaries public, and 
amending the civil and criminal code, was referred to the 
Judiciary Committee. 


Lewis introduced and moved the adoption of the following 
resolution : 


Resolved, That the Council proceed to the election of a 
Chaplain. 


Cullen moved to amend by adding the following: ““ Pro- 
vided his services can be obtained without compensation.” 


Lewis, with the consent of his second, accepted Cullen’s 
amendment. 


Watson moved to lay the resolution on the table, which mo- 
tion prevailed, and the resolution ordered to lie on the table, 


On motion of Watson, the Council adjourned until to-mor- 
row morning at 10 o’clock.

Mr. Prestpent— Your committee appointed to confer with 
a like committee of the House to report joint rules for the 
government of the two Houses, would respectfully report that 
they have conferred with the House committee, and that it has 
been agreed by said committee to report the joint rules adopt- 
ed by the fifth session of the Legislative Assembly of the 
Territory of Montana, with the following amendment, to-wit : 
Add to rule 3 the words, “ or Sergeant-at-Arms;” and to rec- 
ommend the adoption of the rules as so amended.

On motion of Watson, the report was received and adopted, 
and the committee discharged. 
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On motion of Cullen, the amendments adopted were re- 
ferred to the Printing Committee. 


Notice of the introduction of the following bills was 
given: 


By Hornbuckle: A Bill regulating the location and repre- 
sentation of water rights in the Territory of Montana. 


By Hays: <A Bill to repeal an act concerning the man- 
agement of live stock, and the better to protect the interests 
of stock growers in the Territory of Montana; approved 
February 13th, 1874. 


Cullen introduced C. B. No. 8, An Act to repeal certain 
provisions relative to security for costs in civil actions. 


C. B. No. 3 was read the first and second times and referred 
to the Committee on Judiciary. 


Hornbuckle introduced the following resolution : 


Resolved, By the Council, the House concurring, that the 
Sergeant-at-Arms of the respective houses be required to fur- 
nish to each member of the Legislative Assembly three 
copies of a daily newspaper and three copies of a weekly 
newspaper, to be by the said members respectively selected 
from the papers published in this Territory. 


Cullen moved to strike out the words, “three copies of a 
weekly newspaper,” and insert “ two copies of a weekly news- 


paper.” 


On motion of Watson, the resolution and amendment were 
laid on the table. 


Jullen presented, on behalf of the Governor, the following, 
to-wit : 


Report of Directors of Territorial Penitentiary. 
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Report of Territorial Superintendent of Public Instruction. 
Report of the Historical Society. ) 
Report of the Judges relative to Territorial Law Library. 


On motion of Watson, the report of the directors of the 
Territorial penitentiary was read, and, on motion of Cullen, 
referred to the Committee on Federal Relations. 


On motion of Cullen, the report of the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction was referred to the Committee on Educa- 
tion. 


On motion of Lewis, the resolution to elect a Chaplain was 
taken from the table. 


Tatem offered the following as a substitute : 


Resolved, That the chief clerk of the Council be directed to 
request the voluntary services of the clergymen of the various 
denominations in this place to officiate as chaplain to this 
body at the opening of the daily sessions, by such arrange- 
ment as may be most convenient to them. 


Ayes and nays being demanded on the adoption of the sub- 
stitute, the roll was called, and resulted as follows: 


Ayes—Abascal, Allebaugh, Bass, Cardwell, Constans, OCul- 
len, Graham, Hays, Hornbuckle, Tatem, Watson—11. 


Nays—Lewis and Mr. President—2. 
And the substitute was adopted as the original resolution. 


The ayes and nays being demanded on the original resolu- 
tion, as amended by the substitute, the roll was called and re- 
sulted as follows:

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Nays—Abascal, Hornbuckle, Lewis, and Mr. President—4. 


Graharo introduced the following resolution : 


Resolved, That the Secretary of the Territory be requested 
to inform the Council what printing and the amount thereof 
he is authorized to have executed for the Legislative Assembly 
at the expense of the United States. 


On motion of Cullen, the resolution was adopted. 


On motion of Cullen, the report of the Historical Society 
was read and referred to the Committee on Education. 

The report uf the Judges relative to the Territorial Law 
Library was referred to the Judiciary Committee. 


The following communication was received trom the House: 


Hovusst oF REPRESENTATIVES, 
Jan. 6th, 1876. 


Mr. Presipent—I am instructed by the House to inform 
your honorable body that the House have amended rule 8 of 
joint rules reported by joint committee, striking out the words, 
“And forthwith presented to the Governor for his signature 
after receiving his approval,’’ where they consecutively occur.

GENTLEMEN—In reply to your resolution of the 4th instant, 
requesting the Secretary of the Territory to furnish each mem- 
ber of your honorable body with four daily papers, I have the 
honor most respectfully to state that I am not authorized to in- 
cur such an expenditure. For further information on this 
subject I respectfully refer you to a report of a special com- 
mittee of the House of Representatives at the 8th Legislative 
Session of Montana, on page 18 of the House Journal of said 
session.

Such incidental printing shall be done with promp- 
ness and despatch. The number of copies of the laws and 
journals to be published and the styles of binding the same 
shall be as now prescribed by the treasury department. 

The laws shall be delivered for distribution at the Secre- 
tary’s office in Helena, on or before the first day of June, A. 
D. 1876. 
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The journals shall be delivered on or before the first day of 
July, A. D. 1876. 

The incidental printing to be delivered promptly as exe- 
cuted. The Secretary agrees to furnish the said public printer 
complete copies of all of said laws that may be passed at said 
session, on or before the 22d day of February, A. D. 1876, and 
the journals of said session, of each house, on or before the 
first day of March, A. D. 1876.

The theory of the organic act and of the legislation of Con- 
gress on the subject, of printing in the Territory is, that the 
United States will pay for the publication in book form of a 
sufficient number of the laws and journals of each session for 
' the use of the public, to the extent that all public officers and 
the people may know the law, and for exchange with the 
several States and Territories and to supply certain officers 
named in the organic act; also, that the United States will 
pay for all necessary legislative printing with the view of 
facilitating the business of the Territorial Legislature, and to 
aid the members thereof to discharge their duties intelli- 
gently; and, further, that no part of the legislative printing 
shall be paid for by the Territory. , 

The printing authorized to be done by my order and paid 
for by the United States, embraces one thousand copies of the 
laws, and copies of the journals in book form; a reasonable 
number of the Governor’s message and the Territorial Audi- 
tor’s and Treasurer’s reports for the use of public officers, and 
a sufficient number of copies of each bill introduced of a gen- 
eral nature for the use of the members of the two Houses. 
The treasury department has established rules and fixed the 
rate for all such printing from which no deviation can be 
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made by the Secretary of the Territory or by the printer 
executing the work. All the printing done by order of the 
Secretary is measured at the treasury department under the 
rules made by the treasury department. 

The amount that is paid for printing by the Secretary of the 
Territory is the amount allowed after measurement at the 
treasury department, guided by fixed rates as above stated. 
I will further state that of the incidental printing for the use 
of the Legislature (in addition to what I have already ordered 
printed) I will have printed a sufficient number of bills of a 
general nature for the use of the members of both Houses, 
and for the use of the Governor of the Territory.

The following communication from N. P. R. BR. received, 
which was read and referred to Committee on Printing, and 
one hundred copies ordered printed. 


To the Council and House of Representatives of the Legislative 
Assembly of Montana : 


The undersigned respectfully represent that they are the 
agents of the Northern Pacific railroad company, duly ac- 
credited to appear before your honorable body in behalf of 
said railroad company, to confer with you upon measures 
needful for the extension of said railroad into your Territory, 
and to execute any such contract therefor as may be mutually 
agreed upon. 


That the said Northern Pacific railroad is now. constructed 
from Duluth, on Lake Superior, to Bismarck, on the Upper 
Missouri, a distance of about four hundred and fifty miles; 
and is also constructed from Tacoma, on Puget sound, to 
Kalama, on the Columbia river, a inane a about one 
hundred miles. 


That the said eastern and western divisions, aggregating , 
about five hundred and fifty miles of railroad, are successfully 
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operated, each of them paying considerably more than run- 
ning expenses. 


_ That the said Northern Pacific railroad company has 
lately been reorganized by a foreclosure of its mortgage and 
agreements of parties in interest, so that it stands to-day free 
from bonded debt, and with no liabilities, except.a small float- 
ing debt, not. exceeding half a million of dollars, secured by 
collateral and being rapidly extinguished. Its unincumbered 
property consists of five hundred and fifty miles of first-class 
railroad, thoroughly equipped, with about fifty locomotives 
and 1,500 ears, that earned the past year more than one hun- 
dred thousand dollars over running expenses, and a land 
‘grant, now amounting to more than six millions of acres of 
land, earned and remaining uusold.. Thecharter of the road 
also secures to it about 25,600 additional acres. of land for 
every mile of road hereafter constructed.

miles due south from you,to reach which you must travel, 
nearly five hundred miles out of your way, and then be sub- 
ject.to a monopoly of rates that has been, and continues to. be, 
complained of as exhorbitant. 


We are credibly informed, and have before us, statistics 
prepared by your own citizens, showing that you are expend- 


J 
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ing a million of dollars per annum for teaming your freight 
to and from the Union Pacific railroad. 


That your goods are freighted to you at an average cost of 
one hundred and twenty-five dollars per ton by rail and 
team, and twenty cents per pound by express. That your 
stage fare averages sixty dollars per passenger each way. 
That your transportation facilities, even at these enormous 
rates, are so inadequate to your wants, that you have to-day 
more rich ores out of the mines and lying in sacks on storage 
(much of it held for advances at from one and a half to two 
and a half per cent a month) than can be hauled away during 
the coming season. While these disabilities embarrass the 
working of your richest ores, they completely embargo the 
mining of such of vour second-class ores as, in more acces- 
sible parts of the country, would be considered of incalculable 
value. In consequence, out of many thousands gold and 
silver veins recorded in your various counties, comparatively 
few are now worked at all. ! 


Our railroad, extended into the heart of this rich mineral 
region, or to within an easy distance, would develop and bring 
out your dormant wealth, to an incalculable extent. Your 
development and growth would be more rapid and startling 
than has been known in the history of this or any other coun- 
try. . 


On the other hand, such a connection with you, and the 
consequent development of business, would place one thous- 
and miles of our road between this point and the great in- 
terior lakes, in immediate paying condition, and secure an 
early connection with the Pacific coast. 


With interests thus identical, and equally vast, we desire 
your earnest co-operation in the effort for an immediate ad- 
vance. Our road is within one hundred and sixty miles of 
your eastern border. The line of construction to that point 
and thence up the Yellowstone river is extremely feasible. 
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The low price of labor and material makes the present 
time a very favorable one for re-commencing construction. 
But in order to overcome the existing timidity of capital, to 
make it certain that the money invested is to be protected by 
the business of the Territory, we feel that it will be necessary 
that the road should be extended at least two hundred miles 
within your borders, and that your interests in it should be 
such as to make it your line of travel and transportation. 


An extension of the road not less than three hundred and 
sixty miles west from Bismark, would make it easily accessi- 
ble to you. An investment of your credit in the construction, 
secured by the proceeds of your Lusiness, would make it sure 
that the business would come, and equally certain that it 
would immediately increase to such an extent as to stimulate 
a steady and rapid extension of the railroad throughout the en- 
tire length of the Territory. 


We beg leave to suggest for your consideration a plan un- 
der which you can extend a helping hand to this great enter- 
prise, and put its wheels in motion without giving a subsidy 
and without taxation, either for interest or principal. And 
we now offer on behalf of our company to construct our road 
from Bismark to your eastern border, and to rail and operate 
so much road as you will furnish bonds to grade and bridge 
and tie, not less than two hundred miles in continuation of 
the same; the work to be commenced next spring and com- 
pleted in two years. 


It is estimated that ten thousand dollars per mile will 
grade, bridge and tie the road in the eastern part of the Ter- 
ritory. Two hundred miles will require two millions of dol- 
lars. 


We propose that you should issue for this purpose two mil- 
lions of Territorial bonds, bearing interest at the rate of eight 
per cent per annum, payable semi-annually, and maturing in 
twenty-five years; and that both interest and principal be se- 
cured by a lien upon the traffic of the road to and from Monta- 
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na; the interest to be paid by the railroad company out of such 
gross receipts, and such further sum to be paid out of said re- 
ceipts semi-annually, and placed in trust as will with accruing 
interest, constitute a sinking fund sufficient to pay the bonds 
at maturity. One hundred and sixty thousand dollars per 
annum will pay the interest, and forty thousand dollars per 
annum will create a sinking fund ample for the final redemp- 
tion. Thus, two hundred thousand dollars per annum, or 
about twenty per cent of your present freight bills, would be 
ample to secure you on interest and principal, without any 
taxation whatever. "The security is your own, and must be 
good as long as you do even the present limited business of 
the Territory; and by this simple loan of your credit, ‘and 
assurance of your support, you open a channel of communica- 
tion which is absolutely certain to increase your production 
and your consequent security an hundred fold. 


Having thus briefly presented the ground-work of our pro- 
posal, we hold ourselves in readiness to confer with you upon — 
details, or to make full explanations, or to conclude contracts, 
at your pleasure.

The appropriation for 
1875, though drawn, has not yet been expended, but we do not 
doubt that it will be properly applied at an early day to the 
purposes for which it was appropriated. 

The appropriation for the year A. D. 1874 was expended by 
Hon. F. G. Lewis, late associate justice of the supreme court 
and judge of the first judicial district court. Of the appro- 
priation for that year much too large a sum was consumed by 
express charges, and we would respectfully recommend to 
those whose duty it may be in the future to disburse this 
fund, the employment of some less expensive means of trans- 
portation. We also regret to notice that the distinguished 
jurist. who expended the appropriation for 1874, was not ac- 
quainted with that wholesome law of trade, which requires at 
least two persons in every instance “ to makea bargain.” Two 
of the items charged in the account are sales made to the 


P 
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library by the honorable gentleman himself. As to the first 
item mentioned as ‘ Sale, per self, two volumes Abb’s U. 8. 
Practice, $15.00,” the price paid is considerably more than 
the same work could have been purchased for, new, from any 

elaw book publishing house in the country. The last item 
mentioned in the account, viz: “* Two volumes Law Monthly, 
$8.00,” appears, upon examination, to be a law journal pub- 
lished in pamphlet form, some years since in the state of Ohio, 
and to which the honorable gentleman was doubtless a sub- 
scriber; subsequently it would seem he had those pamphlets 
bound in book form, and these are the “law monthlies” re- 
ferred toin the item. They are about as necessary or as val- 
uable an addition to the library as would be a last year’s patent 
medicine almanac, and their intrinsic value is not much 
greater. Under these circumstances we do not feel it to be 
our duty to recommend an appropriation for the thirty-seven 
cents, which is rather suggestively mentioned in the report as 
“¢ Balance due me.” Indeed, we think that if the judge had 
dealt with some other vendor of law books, there would have 
been a small balance the other way.

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the inmates of such insane asylum, beg leave to report and 
submit the following, which is substantially the same as will 
be reported to the House of Representatives this afternoon, by 
House committee, appointed to act jointly with your com- 
mittee. 


_ Having visited the St. Joseph’s Hospital, one branch of 
which constitutes the Insane Asylum, we found 28 insane per- 
sons, and all as well taken care of as circumstances would per- 
mit. The most scrupulous cleanliness prevailed throughout 
the department, and the inmates seemed to be comfortable as 
could be possible under their unfortunate afflictions; but al- 
though we are free to admit that the Sisters of Charity who 
have the contract for the maintainance of the insane, are do- 
ing all in their power for the relief and comfort of those un- 
fortunates, we are of the opinion that the means at their com- 
mand are entirely inadequate to satisfy the requirements of hu- 
manity. First of all, we failed to find the requisite systematic 
treatment. The want of a superintending physician, experi- 
enced in the treatment of insane persons, is very much felt; 
without whom, no insane asylum can be complete. Mental 
diseases require the constant and undivided attention and care 
of a physician who makes the treatment of such diseases a 
specialty and a life study. All the asylums in the different 
states are under the supervision of such physicians, and hence 
the success of modern times, in the treatment of insane per- 
sons. Statistics prove that in all eastern asylums over fifty per 
cent of the inmates are restored to health. In some of the 
states the proportion is even larger, while here, in Montana, 
an alarmingly small proportion of the afflicted leave the asy- 
lum cured. 


Your committee are informed by the House committee that 
they have prepared a bill referring to the insane persons of 
Montana, and that the bill will be introduced in the House 


this afternoon.

a majority of the qualified electors of this Territory,”

Amend section 5 by adding thereto the following: ‘ And 
if said North Pacific railroad company shall fail to so deposit its 
gross receipts from said portion of the road as aforesaid, then 
the road-bed and other property of said company within’ the 
Territory of Montana shall be held and bound for the satis- 
faction and payment of the bonds and interest thereon pro- 
posed to be issued by this act, and this provision shall also be 
incorporated in and form one of the conditions of the said 
bonds proposed to be issued by this act.” After the word 
** Montana,” on 3d page of the bill, in 12th line, insert the 
following: ‘‘ And said company shall charge the samme rates 
per mile for freight and passenger travel over said road west 
from Bismarck as is or may be charged for the same on said 
railroad east from said Bismarck.” 


Strike out section 6 and insert the following: ‘Section 6. 
That whenever the said railroad company shall have com- 
pleted and put in running operation twenty miles of said rail- 
road westwardly from said Glendive creek, and whenever 
thereafter they shall have in like manner completed an addi- 
tional section of twenty miles, and as often as such sections 
are so completed, it shall, through the proper officers, notify 
the Governor of this Territory of the completion of so much 
of said road, and thereupon the Governor shall appoint a 
committee of not less than three reliable persons, who shall 
not be connected with nor in the employ of said railroad 
company, and who shall make an inspection of said road, and 
if the same is found upon said inspection to be so completed 
in a good, substantial and workman-like manner, they shall 
certify the same to the Governor in writing, who shall there- 
upon direct the Auditor and Treasurer of the Territory to

To the Legislative Assembly : 


The only object in requiring the Territory to provide for the 
treatment and maintenance of the insane is, that they may 
have better and more successful treatment than the counties 
ean afford. In my judgment the Territorry cannot provide 
proper treatment for the insane unless bfildings are provided, 
and aman who has made the treatment of insane persons a 
speciality employed to care for and treat them. 

The hospital that now has charge of the insane possesses no 
advantages for proper treatment over the hospitals in the sev- 
eral counties; and I have no doubt that the cost of keeping 
them in the counties will be less than has been paid to the 
hospital in this piace during the last twenty months. It cer- 
tainly cannot be more anywhere, or under any circumstances. 

The law of two years ago was defective. Under its provis- 
ions an insane person could be admitted, but no provision 
was made for his discharge, and no authority existed to employ 
a competent person to determine whether any of the insane 
should be discharged or not. If the Legislative Assembly in 
its wisdom determines not to provide proper buildings for the 
care of the insane and employ competent medical attendance, 
then let them be returned to the several counties for treat- 
ment there. The levy for Territorial purposes was reduced 
one-fourth two years ago, and added to the levy for county 
purposes, and you have not at the present session seen fit to 
change it; therefore I think the responsibility of the care and 
maintenance of the insane should devolve upon the several 
counties until such timeas a Territorial asylum is built. No 
legislation should be had for the renewal of the contract 
under the law of two years ago, unless it be temporarily, 
until proper buildings can be erected or purchased for an 
asylum. 
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You should provide for the payment of the hospital since 
December 31, 1875, by joint resolution.
